But there was a certain British frigate said to mount 
$8 guns, actually mounting 46, which captured a French 
frigate actually mounting only 44—and the British captain 
was knighted there alzo, for shaving captured an enemy of 
superior force! We forget the name of this frigate just 
now; but there is another, we do recollect. The case of 
the Nymph, Captain Pellew, afterwards: Lord Exmouth, 
in her battle with the Cleopatra,Capt Mullon, of Cherburg, 
about 93 or 94. The Nymph was twenty-five tons larger, | 
and threw a broadside heavier by 364; but was rather in- 
ferior ia numbers. Captain Pellew was knighted here al- 
60, ‘for capturing an enemy of superior force! Both 
ships actually carried 40 guns; but the Nymph was partic- 
wlarly rated 36. 

Most of our readers may have some recollection of the 
aflair between the Frolic and Wasp—a famous fight we 
can tell them, Well! what think you the British say of 
that in their corrected Naval Chronicle? When the 
American Captains couldn’t fight to advantage during the 
last war, they ran away, and in some instances most 
shamefully. The Frolic, for instance, after vainly en- 
deavoring to escape by flight, surrendered to the Orphe- 
us and Shelburne without firing a shot!” British Critic 
May 1819. Now for the faels. Oct 28, °12, U. S.Sloop 
Warp, commanded by Captain Jacob Jones, took in 43 
minutes after first fire, the British sloop of war Frolic, 
superior by—we forget how much—but four twelve pound- 
ers, among other trifles.

It is apparent upon the face of the document that this 
Preamble was a paper drawn = oy himself, for these 
gentlemen or others to sign, an ich they aut refu- 
sed to sign, as Mr Peabody expressly states he did.

No respectable man could 
be found to adopt it. Yet now Mr Vans would have 
the public believe that three gentlemen of the law have 
made it their own by reference, althou;h Mr Peabody’s 
certificate totally excludes by its own express language, 
all reference to any Preamble whatseever, as every one 
who reads may see ;—for he certifies that he had seen 
certain notes of Richarp CopMAn, (describing them,) 
and a judgment ON THOSE NOTES ;—and both the other 
gentlemen certify to the authenticity only, and not at all 
to the contents or effect of the documents named in the 
Preamble. If they had intended to certify the facts stat- 
ed in the Preamble; (which ends‘ in witness whereof we 
have signed this instrument,’ &c) they would of course 
simply have subscribed their names to it, as they were re- 
uested to do; instead of which they choose to make 
their own certificates, which are in effect that the docu- 
ments ‘ alluded to’ by Mr Vans, (of the contents of which 
they say nothing) are ‘ original documents’ ; and farther 
they say not. 

In proof that Messrs Davis and Blake themselves so un- 
derstood it, I refer not only to the language they have 
used, (supposing Mr Vans at last to have truly represent- 
ed-it,) but also to original ::tters in my possession, from 
both of those gentlemen, written soon after the giving of 
their certificates, which letters 1 now publish, as follows.
